Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 4-11 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record to Humpleman fails to teach or suggest an audio 
distribution arrangement for use in connection with a server in a home area network for 
distributing audio programming over a wireless link within the home, wherein a local audio 
programming information receiver gathers audio programming from a plurality of sources; and 
then selectively transmitting over the wireless local audio link using a broadcast arrangement for 
broadcasting the reassembled audio programming, the broadcast arrangement further comprises a 
base module and a remote module for receiving the assembled audio over a second set of 
frequencies and converting the assembled audio to the first selected set of frequencies for 
broadcasting over the wireless audio link as cited in claim 4.
